Dominion Paper Manufacturers Quietly 
Mature Their Plans. 


The Trade Organized by Sections, and Prices Advanced in 
the Various Grades—Two Meetings Held, and No 
Announcements of Them Made—Trouble 
Over Terms.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, January 22.—The paper manufacturers are 
fooling the journalist and the public just now. They held 
a meeting in Montreal on January 11 and set new prices 
on wrapping papers. They met there again on the 18th 
and set new prices on book and flat papers. And yet not 
a single daily has recorded the meetings. The combine 
is formed, an executive committee appointed, and the same 
auditors have been chosen as are actingfor, the paper_bag 
and other associations. 

In my last letter I explained how the association had 
been worked up to. It was a hard pull. The interests 
were so numerous and so varied that much consideration 
was necessary. In fact, the consideration is not all past 
yet by amy means. There are many details left unsettled. 
The question of terms is one on which all are not agreed. 
The Eddy Company wants three months, and the others 
want four months as the standard. The present outlook 
is that on the details the association may wreck itself. Yet 
it must be admitted that nearly everybody is anxious to 
find a common standing ground. 

The new prices have not yet been announced in full. 
The following, however, are the new prices on wrapping 
papers: 

No. 2 rag and “cleaver” brown—Car lots, $2.10 per 100 
lbs.; ton hots and less than car lots, $2.25; less than ton lots 
$2.40. , 

No. 1 brown—Car lots, $2.50 per 100 lbs.; ton lots and 
less than car lots, | 75; less than ton lots, $3. 

“Half Moon,” gus” or No. 2 manila—Car lots, $3; 
{on lots and less ann car lots, $3.25; less than ton ‘lots, 
3.50. 

No. 1 standard manila—Car lots, $3.50; ton lots and less 
than car lots, $3.75; less than ton lots, $4. 

Fibre paper—Car lots, $3.75; ton lots and less than car 
lots, $4; less than ton lots, 25. 

Bag manila—Car lots, $3.75. 

Hosiery manila—Car lots, $5.50. 

The new prices on book papers will not be ready for a 
few days, perhaps. The rise in price, however, is about 
25 per cent. A dealer showed me a Sheet of mill finish on 
Saturday which has been raised from 4)4 to 5% cents. 
\nother told me of a lot of § cent paper he had just received 
from the mill. He had reordered at the old price, but the 
new invoice came in at half a cent more. News is firm at 
2% to 3 cents, with a prospect that the association will 
decide upon a minimum of 2% cents. 

The trade of Canada is increasing rapidly. The Decem- 
ber figures just issued show an increase of eight millions 
in the total foreign trade, while for the six months it has 
increased from $177,864,318 to $203,491,615. There is a 
wonderful prosperity in the country, and “the presidential 
year,” which frightens United States people, has no 
terrors for us. Every year is the same, so steady are we 
and so conservative. Your geographies represent us as a 
nation of snow shovelers, but our trade for the twelve 
months will go near the half billion mark—our foreign 
trade alone. Econ.

The view of Secretary Gage that such 
action is undesirable because it will lead to a tariff war 
and would imperil the negotiations of the Joint High Com- 
mission was sustained by the President and Cabinet, so that 
retaliation is unlikely. The Michigan Senators and Con- 
gressmén are still at work, however, and hope to compel 
some kind of action on the part of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. at 


AGAINST UNJUST FREIGHT RATES. 


Senator Cullom Introduces a Bill Giving the Interstate 
Commission More Power—It Embodies Recommenda- 
tions of Shippers’ National Associations. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] | { 
Wasuincton, D. C., January 20.—Attention has been 
repeatedly called to the fact that in vital respects the pres- 
ent Interstate Commerce law has proved defective and in- 
adequate. Needful amendments to the present law have 
been supported by petitions and memorials from manu- 
facturing and commercial interests throughout the coun- 
try, yet none of the burdensome conditions have been re- 
moved or modified. Shippers generally have been prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of a single classification of 
freights, one that will be uniform for all railroads and 
all sections of the country, and reasonably stable when 
established. This general dissatisfaction has been fre- 
quently expressed in resolutions of various national organ- 
izations, and at a conference in Chicago last November, 
attended by representatives from a number of national as- 
sociations of manufacturers, merchants and others, a bill 
to remedy existing conditions was strongly recommended. 
This bill Senator Cullom has introduced. It increases 
the powers of the Interstate Commerce Commission and 
is intended to protect shippers from excessive charges. 

As is well known, carriers operating throughout the im- 
portant territory east of the Mississippi River have recent- 
ly made substantial, and in many cases very large, in- 
creases in their scale of charges. These advances in rates 
have been mainly effected. by concerted and agreed 
charges in the classification of freight articles, and were 
made without hearing and against protests of shippers.

Other officers elected by the Chemical Paper Company 
were: Vice-President, James W. Kirkham; treasurer, 
Moses Newton; secretary, Edwin B. Fiske; agent, Ed- 
ward M. Adams. FERRY. 


Paper Makers’ Felts Advanced. 

Representatives from all the leading concerns manufac- 
turing paper makers’ felts held a meeting at Buffalo, N. Y., 
last Thursday, January 18, at which the business situation 
was thoroughly discussed. After hearing all sides in re- 
gard to advancing prices, it was finally decided to be con- 
servative in the matter and make an advance over the 
present list of only 5 per cent. This was considered re- 
markably small in view of the increased cost of manufacture 


to-day. 


CREDITORS TO MEET. 


Charles M. Stoever & Co. Issue a 
Call for To-day. 


An Interview with Mr. Stoever—He Declines to Anticipate 
the Action of the Meeting—Says That the Pepperill 
Suit Precipitated Matters, and That Singerly 
Estate Had Nothing to Do with It. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 23.—Definite action on the part of 
Charles M. Stoever & Co. will be taken by the close of the 
week unless the unforeseen should happen. Mr. Stoever 
stated to-day that a meeting of the creditors will take place 
on Thursday afternoon, and that at this meeting the firm 
would make a statement upon which he expected the cred- 
itors would act at once. He stated that it was impossible 
for him to forecast the results of the meeting, and that all 
that he could do would be to lay before the meeting certain 
facts, and then abide by the results arrived at. The meet- 
ing, he said, would be held at the Continental Hotel in 
this city at 3:30 o'clock. 

“Then you do not know whether there will be an assign- 
ment, a liquidation or a continuance?” he was asked. 

Mr. Stoever replied that it was impossibie for him to 
anticipate the results of the meeting. 

“It has been said that the firm’s embarrassment was pre- 
cipitated by the receivers of the Record and the directors 
of the so-called reorganization plan. Is this true?” 

“There is not a word of truth in the statement. The em- 
barrassment was precipitated exactly as stated, by the dis- 
puted Pepperill suit and by no other cause.” 

“What bearing has the recent incorporation of the Con- 
solidated Paper Company and the Quaker City Paper upon 
the present situation? Are those concerns in any way con- 
nected with the condition of affairs now existing?” 

Mr. Stoever replied: “They are in nowise connected with 
it. Both concerns are entirely distinct from the firm of 
Charles M. Stoever & Co.” 

“A statement concerning these two firms was promised 
to the trade some weeks ago. What can be said at this 
time concerning them ?’ 

Mr. Stoever closed the interview by announcing that there 
was nothing to be said at this time concerning them. 

It is understood that at the creditors’ meeting there will 
be present as creditors very few paper trade men from this 
city. Inquiry among the trade faiis to reveal only one or 
two who claim to be entitled to admission to the meeting as 
creditors. 

Of the three employees who severed their connection with 
the firm recently, Robert Ingraham, manager of the Swarth- 
more mill; Louis Belz and O. G: Whitkorn, of the card de- 
partment, Mr. Belz has secured a position as salesman with 
the firm of Thomas M. Royal & Co. and Mr. Whitkorn has 
taken a similar position with the firm of A. G. Elliot & Co. 
as general salesman. E. R. G.

Boston Jobbers Puzzled as to Future of Book Paper—The 
Effect of the Bidding for Government Contracts 
—Mills Busy as a Rule, 





Prices continue firm and in a few grades show advances. 
Butcher’s manila has gone up 15 cents per 100 pounds, 
being now sold at $2.75. Manilas have stiffened some- 
what in the past week, although no further advances 
have as yet been announced. They are looked for very 
soon, however. Notices of slight advances have been re- 
ceived by a few dealers on certain grades of cardboard and 
also on coated lithograph. These few announcements 
seem to indicate a revival of business after the January 
dullness. Mill agents claim that they have received more 
inquiries for goods this week than they have since De- 
cember. The jobbers, however, say that trade is still com- 
paratively quiet with them, although there is considerable 
movement of goods. Writings are perhaps less active 
than the other grades. News and book paper continue ex- 
ceedingly scarce. 


Orders Flowing Freely to Mills.

Prices this week have remained unchanged over last 
week so far as I have been able to ascertain. The mills 
are still receiving large orders and have all of the business 
on hand that they can attend to. It is said that some of the 
largest dealers in papers and papeteries have begun to 
send in orders to the local mills, which is taken as an 
indication that they believe the advanced prices are to be 
permanent and that values will not be lower for some 
time. A jobber told me yesterday that these men had been 
holding back their orders to some extent in the hope that 
prices might drop somewhat, but that the receipt of good 
sized orders from big houses led him to believe that such 
hopes had been given up. Ferry.

jobbers are beginning to entertain doubts about pres- 
ent prices being maintained very long on book papers, 
and they point to recent Government bids, which are 
about a cent a pound under the market, as an evidence 
that some manufacturers are not taking a very bullish 
view of the future. The upsetting of present market quo- 
tations by those Government bids is quite generally criti- 
cised, and some very severe language has been used in 
condemnation of the action of those who put in the 
figures. One jobber told the writer that large publishers 
have analyzed those figures with the result of their de- 
clining to place orders at present prices. 

Just how long the present high prices on book papers 
can be maintained is a question, but it is doubtful if prices 
will be shaded much so long as present conditions con- 
tinue. Book mills generally are pretty well supllied with 
orders now and it will take them some weeks to clean up 
their order books—if they run full time. The heavy rains 
of last week have helped out many a paper mill for the 
time being, and if the water supply could be maintained, 
so that mills could turn out their full quota of paper, one 
factor contributing to high prices by lessening production 
would be removed. 

It is claimed by some that the stocks of paper in jobbers’ 
warehouses are very low, and that they must be replen- 
ished as soon as possible, which will take all the surplus 
likely to come on to the market during the next three 
months. This result will naturally follow if jobbers are 
sure of a continuance of high prices. They will not stock 
up very heavily if any evidence of a sagging market is no- 
ticed. If the large consumers prefer to take the chances 
of the market, buying only as pressing needs compel, job- 
bers may conclude to do likewise. Such is the outlook just 
at present as outlined by a city jobber to-day. 

When mills get to running full what effect will that have 
on the paper stock market? As it is the demand is taking 
everything that is offered, and prices are high with no ac- 


cumulation of stock in packers’ hands at home or abroad. 
Ocean freights are higher, and it is difficult to get mill sup- 
plies from Europe for the lack of transportation.

Supercalendered Advanced Half a Cent. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


PHILADELPHIA, January 23.—While prices remain un- 


changed save for the notice of a half cent rise on supers for 
April delivery, the condition of this market still remains 
very firme and the probability of a &eneral rise on the 
1st of February is being discussed. The general feeling 


is that such a rise may be expected: Demand still con- 
tinues to be very good and the condition of “any price 
for immediate guaranteed delivery” still continues. Print- 


ers and publishers are now showing themselves to be 
most accommodating in the matter of odd sizes. Not so 
long ago they insisted upon being given odd sizes not 
regularly kept in stock, but now they are quite willing to 
take the stock sizes, and not to haggle over prices, either. 
Paper stock is being firmly held at the old quotations. 
The market is entirely cleaned up of large quantities of 
stock and dealers can only accumulate these by small con- 
signments from many sources. E. R. G. 





Good January Trade in Chicago.

Cuicaco, January 22.—The paper business in Chicago 
is in a good condition, and possibly this is the best Jan- 
uary that has been experienced in many years. The job- 
bing houses here continue to have the same old trouble 
in getting paper. This trouble has existed for such a 
length of time now that dealers are getting somewhat 
used to it. No one apparently knows when this condition 
will improve, as the mills seem to be as full of orders as 
ever, and it is expected that another general advance in 
prices will take place about February 1. Lure. 


The Week Slow, But Market Firm. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, January 22.—The market in all lines is 
still firm, with prices on the ascendant, yet the past week 
in some branches witnessed a rather unexpected change. 
There was practically little new business in s.me paper 
and novelty establishments, though future orders were re- 
ceived in goodly numbers. Writings and bonds are in 
heavy demand, and there seems to be a better prospect in 
this department than in any other. Despite the claim in 
some offices that book papers were declining, a couple of 
the manufacturers assert that the trade could not be much 
better, and that advances would be made right along, as 
often as the demand justified it. The Mead Paper Com- 
pany will make another advance February 1 on white writ- 
ings.

Ground Wood High and Scarce.

Watertown, N. Y., January 22.—The prices of pulp 
and paper continue to increase, and while there is at 
present an ample supply of ground wood for the local 
mills, no great amount can be sent to other localities. 
Several buyers for news mills in other parts of the country 
have been here lately trying to get ground wood supplies, 
and as high as $26 per ton f. o. b. place of manufacture has 
been offered. Such a market in ground wood naturally 
stiffens the paper prices, and the mills that are not covered 
by contracts are reaping the benefit of high prices.

Fox River Valley Prices Steady. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

ArpLeton, Wis., January 22.—No further advances in 
prices have been made since the first of the year, so far as 
flat and book papers are concerned, and manufacturers of 
these grades of paper are beginning to hope that a season 
of steadiness is approaching. One manufacturer expressed 
it tersely to-day by saying: “On a falling market, nobody 
can do anything; on a rising market, we stand a chance 
of losing big money; on a steady market, we can make 
some money.” So far as the prices of materials are con- 
cerned the situation is somewhat mixed. Rags are quite 
steady, but there is no soda pulp to be had, ground wood 
has gone up within a week past to those who hav@to buy 
it to $1.50, which is more than news paper used to be 
sold for a few months ago, and the price of sulphite is 
something that cannot be counted upon with certainty to 
remain where it is. So altogether, while it is hoped that 
the price of paper may remain about where it is, there 
are contingencies that may make it impossible. The feel- 
ing seems to be quite general among manufacturers, how- 
ever, that while a small addition may possibly be made to 
the price of paper, there will be no more wide changes 
and that prices will remain~about as they are indefinitely 
or until some new conditions arise that cannot now be 
foreseen. In the matter of news paper, however, no one 
seems to want to make predictions. Some think that it is 
going higher, and others believe it cannot much longer 
remain as high as it is. The price of pulp in the West, and 
the state of water power in the East, will have a good deal 
to do with it. Fox RIver. 


THE ENGLISH PAPER MARKET. 


The Demand For Book Paper Drops off Materially—Pub- 
lishers Making No Preparations tor Spring— 
High Prices for Raw Materials. 





[sPEcrAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

I.onvon, January 16.—One thing which operates against 
a rise in the price of paper is that, as a result of the war, 
the book trade has collapsed. Publishers complain that 
absolutely nothing is doing, except in war books and 
books on South Africa. Few new books are being pub- 
lished, and for the spring nothing is being prepared by 
publishers, except as their contracts compel them. All 
this is felt seriously in a lessened demand for book paper. 
If the extraordinary demand for news were accompanied 
by an increased demand for book papers prices would 
inevitably soar, but pressure in one part of the market is 
relieved by lessened demand in the other. 

In view of the fact that Americans are not now in a 
position to push for business in this market, the Ger- 
mans are particularly active, and are showing a disposi- 
tion to cater to our trade more largely, while the Scan- 
dinavians are intent on holding the advantages which they 
gained last year. Of unprinted paper imported by us in 
1899 to the value of £2,619,456, Sweden supplied £447,866; 
Norway, £559,007; Germany, £332,838; Holland, £400,943; 
the United States, £291,304, and all other countries, £321,- 
587. As compared with the figures of 18908 Sweden and 
Norway and “other countries” increased their export 
trade with us, while that of Germany, Holland, . Belgium 
and the United States decreased, the account of the latter 
showing a loss of £105,609. Our exports of paper for 1899 
were £1,226,522, as against, £1,239,471 in 1808, we gaining 
in our business with France, East Indies, Canada and other 
countries and losing with the United States, South Africa 
and Australasia. 

Our paper makers are still confronted with high prices 
for raw materials, there being an increased demand for 
esparto, rags, waste papers and mechanical and chemical 
wood pulps, and the market prices for all of these have 
promptly responded, while the not very cheering informa- 
tion is furnished that in response to calls from the United 
States a cargo of several thousand tons of sulphite and 
soda pulps has been shipped to your side of the water 
from..Norway. This: newydemand on the Scandinavian 
market will be felt by our paper makers, who will probably 
be brought face to face with a firm sulphite market for 
some time to come. 

The proposition to lessen the size of papers, so as to 
reduce the quantity of news used, is being agitated yet, 
but has not been acted upon. Briton. 


Foreclosure Against Columbia Straw Paper Company. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

WasuHinoton, D. C., January 22.—An echo of the old 
straw paper combination was heard to-day when in the Su- 
preme Court Justice Brown read a decision upon the matter 
of Harry W. Dickerman et al., interventors in the suit of 
the Northern Trust Company v. the Columbia Straw Paper 
Company, to foreclose mortgages. The property involved 
is thirty-nine paper mills, located in thirty-two counties of 
nine different States. The suit to foreclose was a friendly 
one between the trust company and the paper company, and 
Dickerman and his associates, as stockholders of the paper 
company, objected to the foreclosure for several reasons. 
One was that the suit was a collusive one between the com- 
panies. That they were working in harmony, Justice Brown 
said, was evident, but that did not make a collusive suit in 
the eyes of the law. The decree of the Court of Appeals 
for the Seventh Circuit adjudging foreclosure and sale was 
affirmed. The fate of the organization is graphically told 
in a few sentences in that part of the opinion discussing the 
right to sue on the company’s bonds: “The company was 
notoriously insolvent. Its coupons for 1894 and 1895 were 
unpaid. All its property was subject to the mortgage given 
to secure its bonds. It could no longer continue its busi-

Litigation Over Water Privileges Ended.

Dayten, Ohio, January 22.—Litigation of an important 
character came to an end in Middletown, Ohio, when the 
gase of the Middletown Hydraulic Company against the 
Tytus-Gardner Paper Manufacturing Company was settled 
and dismissed, each paying the respectiye costs incurred. 
The suit was brought against the paper concern for 
$20,240, alleged to have been due for water power privi- 
leges. The water rental, it was stated, had not been paid 
for several years. As a matter of fact this was but one of 
the several suits brought by the hydraulic companies of 
the lower valley to recover claims aggregating large 
amounts. About the only paper firms paying the amounts 
alleged to have been due were the companies that be- 
came insolvent and disposed of their properties. In every 
instance purchasers were compelled to assume the water 
rentals before a legal transfer could be made.

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REPORTS ON WATER AND COAL. 


Restrictions Removed at Holyoke and in Force in the Fox 
River Valley—Maine Short of Water—Coal 
Situation Not Satisfactory. 


The water supply in New Hampsihre and Eastern New 
York is still short. The fall of snow is less than usual 
in all our Northern States. Fhis fact goes to prove that our 
recent storms did not extend over that area. Unless heavy 
snows comme pretty soon, it is claimed that the quantity 
of logs that will be in the rivers next spring will be short 
of the necessities of the pulp mills. This fact is considered 
an important feature of the situation which should be borne 
in mind. In case our open winter continues, logs in the 
boom will cost a great deal more next spring than they 
did last. If so, the price of paper will be affected. 


All Restrictions Removed at Holyoke.

HOLYOKE, Mass., January 23, 1900. 


The Water Power Company yesterday removed all re- 
strictions regarding the use of water, and the mills are now 
using an unlimited quantity in consequence. The Amer- 
ican Writing Paper Company had not started the Con- 
necticut River division this afternoon, and it was not 
known when it would. The power used at this mill is 
being used by other mills of the company. There seems 
to be a good prospect that the mills will have all of the 
water that they will require for the present week and per- 
haps longer. It is understood, however, that the heavy 
rainfall of the past few days did not extend any great dis- 
tance to the north, but that a considerable quantity of 
snow fell. With mild weather the outlook for a good 
supply of water is bright, but with a cold snap in the north 
the Connecticut River will soon dry down and the mills 
will be placed upon short rations again. The coal supply 
remains unchanged. Coal is still hard to get, but the mills 
are compelling the jobbers to fulfill the terms of their 
contracts, and are receiving enough to keep them run- 
ning. It is said that during the past few months a con- 
siderable quantity of coal, which should have come 
through to the milfs in this city, has been appropriated by 
the railroads. The mills in Western Massachusetts, as far 
as advices are received to-day, have plenty of water and 
enough coal to run them in good shape. The.mountain 
streams are filled to their full capacity. Ferry. 


Maine Mills Running Almost Full. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Aucusta, Me., January 23.—Late reports from all over 
the State show that the condition of the water power has 
materially changed since yesterday. The thaw that set in 
has furnished water enough to enable the mills to run at 
nearly the full capacity. On the Kennebec nearly all the 
grinders are running, and the water is higher than it has 
been since last November, the last: time the river rose to 
any extent. All except five of the thirty-six gates have 
been closed at Moosehead, the storage basin, and enough 
water is insured to last several weeks at least.

(201) A. G., Kintore, Scotland. 

Question.—How — samples of starch and gelatine be 
tested in the paper 1 laboratory? 

Answer.—Starch is determined by inverting it and then 
testing the dextrose—produced by the action of the dilute 
acid—by means of Fehling’s solution. In this case 100 
parts of dextrose are taken as indicating 90 of starch; 
2.5 or 3 grams of starch are dissolved with 200 c. c. 
of water and 20 c. c, hydrochloric acid added and heated 
‘ on the water bath with inverted condenser for three hours. 
The contents of the flask are then neutralized with potas- 
sium hydrate or sodium carbonate, filled to the mark, and 
the dextrose determined by Frehling’s solution, which 
consists of 34.639 grams copper sulphate dissolved in 
water and brought to 500 c. c.; 173 grams Rochelle salt 
and 60 grams sodium hydrate are also dissolved in water 
and brought to 500 c. c. Equal volumes of the two solu- 
tions are mixed as required for use, and constitute the 
correct Frehling’s solution, 10 c. c. of which, as given 
above, corresponds to .05 gram dextrose, or inverted sugar, 
or .0475 gram cane sugar made active by inversion. There 
are other methods of determining starch which space will 
not permit to even be enumerated in this answer. Glue 
may be determined by physical and mechanical tests rather 
than by chemical means, although the presence of inor- 
ganic salts, as in the case of Russian glue, requires the 
use of the proper reagents and quantitive determination. 
Absorption of water is one of the best tests, to make which 
a weighed sample is placed in water not warmer than 12 
degrees €. (53-4 F.) for twenty-four hours, and the re- 
sulting jelly carefully collected and weighed. The best 
white gelatine will take up about thirteen times its weight

of water in gelatinizing, second quality ten times, and in- 
ferior glue only about six times the amount of water. The 
consistency of the resulting jelly must also be considered, 
as of two samples, each taking up the same amount of 
water, the best will yield the firmest jelly. By igniting 
the adulteration of gelatine by glue may be determined, as 
gelatine of the best quality yields only 0.9 per cent of ash, 
while glue yields from 2 to 4 per cent.

Question. ants boiling a common grade of rags, such as 
thirds and blues, is there any acvennane im using caustic 
soda instead of ordinary soda ash? Some mills use lime 
alone, and no soda in boiling rags. What is the best prac- 
tice, and what quantity of soda ash should be used or 
combined with the lime? 

Answer.—It makes little difference whether caustic soda, 
soda ash or ordinary sal soda is used, as the same effect is 
secured from either as far as an alkaline solution is con- 
cerned. The only difference is the cost of making a solution 
of the required strength. There is an advantage in boiling 
some kinds of rags with a portion of soda ash in the lime. 
The latter alkali forms with the acids of the grease in the 
rags insoluble soaps which are precipitated, and then fresh 
portions of the lime are taken into solution and combined 
with the grease. In case soda is employed the soaps formed 
are more soluble and are washed out more easily. But the 
action of this combination of alkalies is more severe upon 
the fibre, consequently there will be more loss than where 
lime alone is used. Sometimes lime alone will not do the 
work, as a portion of the fibre is useless, and must be dis- 
solved away in order to get at the good stock. This is the 
case when seed hulls are present in quantity as in the case 
of certain Japanese rags. The addition of from 1 to 5 per 
cent. of soda ash will reduce the hulls and also greatly in- 
crease thé action of the liquors upon certain colors, red, for 
instance. It must be kept in mind, however, that the ad- 
dition of soda ash to lime in the bleach liquor will prob- 
ably lead to the waste of fibre as well as to the better re- 
duction of objectionable matter, therefore soda ash should 
never be thus employed when lime alone will do the work.

Question—How can I test the value of pigg covering to 
prevent the loss of heat by radiation? 


Answer.—The testing of pipe covering is a very delicate 
operation, which cannot be conducted in the mill with- 
out the preparation of a good deal of costly apparatus. 


Universally Approved and Accepted by 


There must be the most exact instruments for measuring 
the temperature of the pipe and of the steam which enters 
and leaves the pipe. There is also a good deal of trouble 
in guarding against losses through radiation, which will 
vitiate the results, which makes the working of such a 
test beyond the resources of any ordinary paper mill, 
without, as stated, the expense of a good deal of prepara- 
tory work. It is true a temporary pipe line can be rigged 
up and covered with material to be tested. After a run 
has been made with one material, the pipe could be covered 
with another material, and another run made therewith. 
But even then, the conditions are so different on different 
days, that the utmost skill is necessary to obtain accurate 
results from such tests. Lately there has been worked 
out a method of heating a section of covering by elec- 
tricity which promises much in the direction of accurate 
pipe covering testing. The pipe is filled with oil and the 
electrical heating wires immersed in that liquid Then 
the exact amount of energy that is necessary to keep the 
pipe and its covering at a stated temperature is easily 
noted by the use of the ordinary electrical instruments. By 
this method, recently described by Prof. Chas. L. Morton 
many of the sources of error are eliminated and the entire 
operation much simplified. 


(204) G. G. G., Austin, Tex.: 

Question.—How can I wax paper for the trade, and what 
machinery is needed? Is a costly lot of elaborate mechan- 
ism necessary ? 

Answer.—Any paper mill can rig up for waxing paper in 
a corner of the finishing room, and the paper may be waxed 
in rolls, the paper being simply wound from one roll to an- 
other, passed through the heated rolls and the paraffine 
trough, then over a hot dryer cylinder which “sets” the wax 
by melting it into the paper to such an extent that it is prac- 
tically_d-v. and will neither run, drip nor stick. The wax is 
melted in a trough by a steam coil and runs down through 
three or four pet-cocks, which permit of the regulation of 
the paraffine at will. The squeeze rolls are steam filled. as 
is the dryer oyer which the waxed paper passes. There is 
a slitter attachment to this machine, and the long roll of pa- 
per is cut into as many short rolls as may be desired. In 
this manner paper may be taken in the roll as it comes from 
the machine, and waxed in a wide web, then, by a proper 
adjustment of the slitters, cut into as many different widths 
as desired.

CANADA’S PROTECTIVE MEASURES. 


Quebec’s Official Announcement That She Will Legislate 
on the Pulp Wood Question Follows Ontario’s 
License Restriction. 





]FOM OUR REGULAR CORKESPONDENT.} 

Toronto, January 22—Our Provincial Governments, 
which correspond to your State authorities, are moving in 
the matter of preventing the export of pulp wood. The 
Ontario authorities have prohibited its export after April 
30. The Quebec Legislature met last week, and the an- 
nouncement was made officially that legislation would be 
introduced for the encouragement of pulp manufacture. 

Neither Government can prohibit the export of pulp 
wood in express terms The Ontario Government gets 
around the difficulty by requiring licensees of Crown lands 
to grind all pulp wood in the Province. Private owners 
in fee simple can of course sell for export, but that will 
not supply more than 10,000 cords per annum. The Que- 
bec Government gets around the difficulty by imposing a 
stumpage rate of $1.90 per cord, with $1.50 rebate if the 
wood is ground in the Province. New Brunswick has not 
yet been heard from, but it will likely follow the example 
of the two other Prqvinces. 

For a long time we have been threatening to get even 
with you for imposing a duty on our ground pulp—nobody 
else could send you any—and our sulphite, our fibre and 
our paper. I guess we have wiped off the score. We are 
not cross nor angry, but simply desire to do business with 
people on an equal footing.

The Canadian Manufacturer of last week says: 

The officials\of the Ontario Crown Lands Department congratu- 
late themselves on the result of the recent sale of timber limits in 
this Province. The figures summed up show that $723,550 was re- 
ceived for 360 square miles, an average of $2,000 per mile. As much 
of the land has been burnt over, and there was not by any means 
a good class of timber on it, this is considered a remarkable return. 
The only recent sale with which they say this can be rightly com- 


pared was that of 1897, when the same class of timber realized only 
$1,600 per mile. Some of the berths which have just been disposed 
of were, nut Pr in) Hey. chet opuld-not dbeqold., The prices, now 
realized were sometimes two or three times as much as the upset 
price put upon them by the department. The officials are satisfied 
that the manufacturing clause did not at all depress the prices given.

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Objectionable Business Methods. 


At various times the paper trade of Philadelphia has had 
unenviable attention attracted to itself by failures within its 
borders which have not been of such a character as to re- 
flect credit upon the debtors and which have been the direct 
outcome of methods at variance with sound business prin- 
ciples. This attention has not been relished by the reputa- 
ble and substantial houses in the trade, who in Philadelphia, 
as in other cities, far outnumber those who do business in 
a manner that is objectionable, and who, while they were 
in no way responsible for it, have been caused annoyance, 
and in some cases have been the objects of an unjust prej- 
udice because of it. Philadelphia’s paper trade embraces 
firms who are an honor to the industry and who stand in 
the front rank in every way, and these naturally object to 
the practices to which reference is made. 

This objectionable method of doing business consists in 
selling goods on other houses’ prices, or, in other words, in 
cutting prices without reference to whether or not the re- 
turns are remunerative and simply to keep “the other fel- 
low” from getting the order. That plan followed up con- 
sistently and persistently leads to the judgment noie and its 
inforcement, an assignment, or a creditors’ meeting and a 
call for help. It works damage not only to the debtor and 
his creditors, but also to reputable concerns who are em- 
ploying legitimate methods and who are paying 100 cents 
on the dollar, for they are deprived of the just rewards in 
the way of business that should come to them. It is hoped 
that Philadelphia will not see a recurrence of such failures. 


Trade Opportunities in the East. 

During the last few years United States paper manufac- 
turers and paper machinery builders have been doing a busi- 
ness of considerable proportions with Japan, and the large 
majority of Japanese paper mills are to-day operating the 
product of United States machine shops. Since July 1, 
1899, when the new treaty went into effect, the opportunities 
for increased business have grown greatly, and already 
branches of American tobacco, soap and lithographic inter- 
ests have been organized as local cotporations. These, of 
course, are only the beginnings, and there are indications of 
much more extensive operations, the inquiries as to the 
possibilities of the field being numerous. 

As to China, a United States machinery house is now 
building a Fourdrinier paper machine, which is intended 
for a new mill erected at Shanghai by capital from this 
country. The National Association of Manufacturers is 
pushing forward its labors in China, and the work on the 
sample warehouse at Shanghai has progressed so far that 
Victor L. Boeck, who has been appointed manager of the 
warehouse, has been sent out to complete the arrangements 
for the building and to receive and install exhibits. 

Evidently there are presented in both Japan and China 
opportunities which our manufacturers should not neglect. 


Rags and the Bubonic Plague. 

The Boston Advertiser advises the Board of Health of 
the city named to pay more attention to cargoes of rags 
arriving at that port, it being afraid that they may be the 
medium of introducing the bubonic plague to this coun- 
try. While we are not opposed to any reasonable pre- 
cautions, and while paper manufacturers, like all other 
good citizens, are in favor of fully and amply protecting 
the health of the community, the fact is that the danger 
from the cause referred to is so far beyond the range of 
probability that the present regulations need not be revised 
to meet the emergency imagined by the Advertiser. 

The question of rags being the active means,for car- 
rying disease has been the subject of much investiga- 
tion, and in the cholera scare of a few years ago the only 
result of the measures then adopted in the matter was the 
increasing of prices and the making of profits and losses 
by various men im the trade. The public need not be at 
all disturbed by any fancied danger from the importation 


of rags for paper makers’ use. 


Legislation Against Unjust Freight Rates. 
Shippers of merchandise have long sought relief from 
railroad freight regulations, which they have deemed un- 
just, and even at this time several lines of trade are mak- 


ing an active campaign in opposition to a new classifica- 
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tion of many lines of goods, that new classification having 
been made and put in force without any hearing and in 
spite of the protests of shippers. Representatives of vari- 
ous lines of industry met in Chicago last November, and, 
after discussing the question, reached certain conclusions 
and made certain recommendations. These latter have 
been embodied in a bill which has been introduced in the 
United States Senate by Senator Collum. 

This bill gives more power to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and is designed to protect buyers of freight 
against unjust rates. Manufacturers and merchants gen- 
erally should take up the subject in an energetic way and 
impress their views upon Congress, giving the bill hearty 
support. If they do not embrace the opportunity pre- 
sented they will have only themselves to blame if the 
wrongs of which they complain are not remedied. 


A comparison between the bids for supplying the Govern- 
ment Printing Office at Washington and the Census Bureau 
with paper for the ensuing year demonstrates that orders 
for large quantities secure low prices. For instance, Uncle 
Sam, buying his machine-finished book in 5,000 ream lots 
for his printing office, gets it at 4 cents a pound in one case, 
or 4.1 cents in most cases, while in ordering for his Census 
Office in 150 ream lots he pays 4.6 cents. For super-calen- 
dered book he pays for his printing office 4.3 cents and for 
his Census Bureau 5.1 cents, which latter figure is nearer 
the actual market. In writing papers he pays in the former 
case 5.9 cents on an 8,000 ream order and in the latter 8 
cents on a 50 ream order for white double cap, while for 
golden envelope paper in 100 ream lots he pays in one case 
5 cents, and in 10 ream lots in the other 10 cents. Evidently 
quantity is quite a factor in determining prices. 





At its annual meeting last week the Pennsylvania Edi- 


torial Association adopted a resolution declaring that “ii . 


trusts are_honestiy organized to reduce expenses and con- 
sequently the cost Of products, they should depend on their 
own business sagacity, and not upon protection given to 
them by the Government,” and appealing to Congress to 
“repeal such taritt duties as seem to protect trusts in their 
extortionate charges.” This is aimed particularly at what 
they called the Paper Trust. But if the newspaper men 
believe that enterprisés should dépénd for success solely 
on merit and sagacious management, and not at all upon 
special advantages gained by combination, why do they 
cling so tenaciously to their “Associated Press franchises,”’ 
which exclude competition and create a monopoly in the 
newspaper business? 


Judge- Pardon C. Williams, of this State, has just ren- 
dered a decision which is of interest to all who handle pulp 
wood. It appears that in 1880, the plaintiff in the suit, 
Wells by name, purchased 600 acres of land at tax sale, 
taking title from the county treasurer and occupying the 
land continuously. Last year he cut $1,000 worth of 
wood off of it, and this wood the State Forest Com- 
mission sold to pulp manuiacturers at Port Leyden. 
Wells sued the latter and recovered a judgment for $1,200. 
The question then arose as to the validity of the Wells 
title, and the court holds that it is good, that the Port 
Leyden firm must pay, and that the State must relinquish 
all its claims in the casey 


There has been introduced in the House a bill which has 
for its object the punishment of those manufacturers who 
pollute streams by refuse from their mills, and which is now 
in the hands of the Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. Such a measure should be carefully drawn, and 
should be very clear imits provisions, especially in its defini- 
tion of what constitutes the offense that is to be punished. 
If it is not it will only lead to lengthy, useless and expensive 
litigation. 


The pulp wood situation in the Northwest is being re- 
lieved, and reports indicate that wood is arriving in the 
Fox River Valley at the rate of sixty cars a day, the for- 
warding of the logs being materially assisted by a fall of 
snow. ._ The wood is needed. 

The testimony of thé foreign trade journals is that the 
British paper makers could make more money if they 
had more courage. They would ‘like to advance prices, 
but dare not, because each mill man is afraid his competi- 
tor won't. 


Both Dun’s and Bradstreet’s report that while the month 
of January has been marked by extreme dullness in the 
speculative markets, the general trade and industrial activ- 
ity has kept up to the prosperous level of the closing 
months of last year. 


That was a shrewd observer who remarked that a small 
ad. won’t dovetail with a big business.

It is reported that the head of an extensive lumbering 
firm in Maine says that published reports about the prob- 
able curtailment of the cut of timber this season, owing to 
lack of snow, are not well founded, but that on the other 
hand operations were progressing about as usual in all 
parts of the Kennebec Kiver section, and that the large 
operators are wheeling logs. Well, what of it? This is 
not the first instance on record of Maine men log rolling. 





Chicago, ever enterprising, is going to run buffet cars on 
its elevated and surface roads, so tnat hereafter the busy 
paper man can get his “snack” while hastening from the 
office home or from his home to his office. The proper 
caper will now be to take visitors for a “trolley lunch.” 





A manufacturer of paper goods, who has just filed a 
petition in bankruptcy, includes in his schedules his ward- 
robe, which is as follows: “Fourteen suits of clothes, 6 
waistcoats, 4 overcoats, 1 ulster, 5 hats, 10 pairs of shoes, 
60 pairs of socks, 40 shirts, 40 neckties, 8 pajamas, 1 gold 
ring, 1 matchbox, 1 scarfpin, and a military uniform.” 
Just think of a paper man being equipped thus! 





A railroad man in this town has a unique wall paper on 
his “boudoir.” It consists of bonds of unsuccessful min- 
ing companies, and they have a face value of $412,000. 
Their actual value is—well, the old paper market is up. 





When a paper man here says that he is crowded with 
orders, that he has had to increase his price because of 
higher raw material and reduced production, he is at once 
accused of being a “monopolist,” a “bloated money grab- 
ber,” a “trust magnate,” and other pet names, yet I notice 
that the English paper makers are to-day singing the same 
song, without having hurled at them all sorts of abuse, 
and without being threatened with all sorts of dire penal- 
ties. It is curious, but it is true. 





The paragraph in last week’s “Here and There” about 
John Norris, late publisher of the New York World, at- 
tracted much attention in local trade circles. It seems 
that the antagonism between Mr. Norris and the Inter- 
national Paper Company had become so acute as to render 
it very difficult to restore or maintain business relations. 
After Mr. Norris went on his “vacation,” rumor has it 
that the International made a voluntary rate concession 
to his successor that will save the World many times Mr. 
Norris’ salary. 





Jobbers of book papers are not at all pleased over the 
bidding for the privilege of supplying the Government 
Printing Office with paper. They allege that paper manu- 
facturers named prices considerably below the market, that 
as a result publishers have been given a strong hint that 
the near future will witness lower values, and that now the 
buyers of book paper are “holding off” their purchases in 
the hope that the “tip” given is true. 





Those who are in charge of the scheme of organizing 
the Canadian paper trade are going about it in a very in- 
genious manner. Solidifying the interests of each branch 
separately, they are gradually building up one large asso 
ciation, which in due time, if it does not split on the ques- 
tion of terms, will make its appearance. Meantime the va- 
rious divisions have advanced prices, and the Canadian cup 
of happiness is almost full. 





The scarcity of coal continues to trouble paper manu- 
facturers, and it is probable that the importance of this 
article was never so fully realized by paper manufacturers 
as it has been since low water set in last year. Later build

WIRE ROPE ENGINEERING. 


Splicing and Serving Rope Ends—Fittings and Stirrups— 
The Strength and Safe Working Strain of 
Different Ropes and Cables. 


Wire rope has come to occupy a prominent position in 


paper making, particularly in the repair of buildings, and : 


the constriction of new work, especially in mili and canal 
excavation and similar work. 

Even in the small matter of fastening a smokestack, the 
wire cable plays a most important part, and a little knowl- 
edge of the proper arrangement of wire rope will save many 
an accident and perhaps protect life or limb. Of the 
strength of wire cable and rope more will be said later. 
Here it is desired to show how to make cables fast, with 
safety and an economy of time. 

Fig. 1 illustrates a very excellent method of attaching a 
cable to a thimble. This method is made especially for the

crucible steel cables only, and offers a very substantial 
method of making connection. 

Fig. 2 shows a method of attaching wire rope fittings 
which is much used, and which is at once efficient and 
inexpensive. It will be seen that the cable is carried 
through the fitting and there expanded so as tg fill the hole 
in the fitting, which is made tapering. The usual method

of fastening the wire into the hole is to cast a lead or soft 
metal bushing around the wire, and then force the bushing 
into the tapering hole, which is thereby filled so tightly 
that a very heavy strain on the cable is necessary to pull 
the wire through the bushing. This fitting, called a loop 
socket, is fastened the same as the fitting shown by Fig. 1, 
but that kind may be cast around the wire rope, if desired. 

Fig. 3 shows a form of fitting termed the “open socket,” 
and it is accompanied by a key, which enables the fitting to 
be detached at will from any object to which it may have

been attached. This fitting, as are the two succeeding 
forms, is attached to the rope by the taper lead bushing 
already described. 

Still another form of socket made in this fashion is 
shown by Fig. 4. This is a plain hook attached to the 
socket by having the two rings welded together, one in- 
side the other. This form is very convenient and is large 


ly used in wire rope work. Another form almost identical

with that shown by Fig. 4 has a swivel instead of a plain 
hook, and may therefore be used when there is danger of 
fouling the rope by twisting it 

There are other ways of fastening wire rope to hooks or 
to thimbles, and one of the easiest applied is shown by 
Fig. 5 This fastening may be applied and removed 
at will almost any number of times and without damage 
For temporary use, and when it is desirable 
to fix a thimble in the middle of

In this fastening the 
wire is served around the cable as shown, and there is a 
total absence of all mechanical appliances, such as bolts, 
In Fig. 6 the wire is tapered out under

the serving, and the splice soon runs down to the normal 
size of the rope, but in Fig. 7 the-rope strands are simply 
unwound and carried along beside the main lead of the 
rope. Then they are carefully laid alongside of it, and 
served with the binding wire. It seems as if this form of 
splice would be very strong, and not as liable to slip_or.pull

off as when the strands were tapered off as in Fig. 6. Still 
the latter is found to stand well in certain kinds of rig- 
ging, and, like all the others, has its special field where it 
is advantageous. 


Ask That Harper & Brothers Be Declared Bankrupt. 


A petition in involuntary bankruptcy was filed on Mon- 
day against Harper & Brothers, corporation, publishers, 
of 325 Pearl street, by Epstein Brothers for the following 
creditors: Albert D. Smith, $393; Albert Clayburgh, $326. 
and Robert Rutter & Son, $1,737. The claims are all for 
merchandise sold to the corporation between September 
12 and November 26. The claim of Mr. Clayburgh was 
assigned to him by Robert J. Freeman. 

It is alleged in the petition that the corporation com- 
mitted an act of bankruptcy on December 4 last by per- 
mitting a receiver to be appointed in the Supreme Court, 
because of insolvency, in which petition Harper & Broth- 
ersgadmitted in writing inability to pay its debts, and 
willingness to be placed in the hands of a receiver for the 
benefit of creditors, and that while insolvent paid a person 
or persons specifically unknown to petitioners, with intent 
thereby to give them preference over other creditors. 

Epstein Brothers said that one of the reasons for filing 
the petition in bankruptcy is that their clients are not sat- 
isfied to have the State Trust Company act as receiver for 
the corporation, for which it was appointed on December 
4, as the State Trust Company represents the bondholders 
and mortgage, for the benefit of the bondholders, and not 
for the general creditors. The receiver is now carrying 
on the business, working up the materials on hand and 
paying the expenses of running it ont of the assets on 
hand, which belong to the general creditors 

Then there is the Reorganization Committee made up 
of secured creditors and a bank, which has made a propo- 
sition for a compromise, and Epstein Brothers said their 
clients are not satisfied with the proposition under way. 
Another reason for the petition is that there are under the 
State Court receivership certain preferences which cannot 
be had in the Bankruptcy Court. 
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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


A Digester with Vitrified Interior Surface and Silicate 
Cement—A German Pendulum Pulp Mill—Apparatus 
for Making Bleaching Powder. 


The engraving herewith printed represents a new lining 
for digesters and other vessels in which steam and acids are 
to be used. This device is the subject of United States pat- 
ent No. 641,304, issued to George Lanzendoerfer, of Boston, 
Mass. Fig. 1 shows the steel shell, lead lining, and brick 
courses inside of the lead and cement. The bricks may be 
ordinary hard-burned shapes, but preferably they will be 
hard-burned bricks with enameled faces, laid in two courses, 
with a cement made of 50 to 75 per cent. of silicate of soda, 
15 to 35 per cent. of litharge, 10 to 25 per cent. of lime or 
chalk, and 15 to 35 per cent. of china clay. These ingre- 
dients are ground and mixed with sufficient water to make 
them plastic, and the composition is used in laying the 
bricks in the usual manner. The whole digester need not be 
lined with the vitrification cement, but, as shown in Fig. 2, 
only the edges of the joints need be thus made up. In Fig.

3 the entire joint is shown laid up with the same kind of 
cement, but in Fig. 2, as stated, the brick has been laid in 
ordinary cement, then the joints pointed with the cement 
which will vitrify and melt to the edges of the bricks, form- 
ing therewith an interior coating impervious alike to water, 
steam or acids. The exposed edges of the cement are then 
subjected to an intense heat by an electric welding appara- 
tus, or by any other means, where the cement is vitrified and 
united with the edges of the brick on either side of the joint 
by a mechanical and supposed chemical anion, which con- 
nects the bricks by a vitreous or enameled connection. At 
the same time, this seals the joints between the bricks, and. 
as stated, covers the cement beneath which remains un- 
changed, and serves to make the joints acid proof as above. 

Patent No. 641.610, to Frank F. Schmelzer, Erie, Pa.. 
who is assignor of one-third to J. M. Sherwin, of the same 
place, is for a device for forming bleaching powder and 
the like, and consists of the combination of a chamber for 
combining the gas and lime, with shovel blades actuated 
by a cable for agitating the lime while subjected to the 
gas. There is also means for sealing the opening through 
which the cable passes, 

Patents Nos. 641,422 and 641,423, to Julius Wustenho- 
fer, of Hagen. Germany, are for the purpose of applying 
the so-called “pendulum mill,” formerly used for chipping 
dye wood, to the preparation of wood and other paper 
pulp. In order to answer these purposes, the machine is 
provided with two sorts of special cutting tools. One 
sort, resembling a circular saw, is fixed to the revolving 
and rotating pendulum roller. The other sort, resembling 
either the knives in a rag engine with a straight cutting 
edge or with a cutting edge of saw shape with rectangu- 
lar teeth, is fixed around the inner circumference of the 
mill trough, These cutting knives work against each 
other, or rather upon the wood between them, and they. 
of course, must be prevented from coming in contact 
though they must be enabled to approach very close, and 
this requires special setting and adjusting devices, which 
also allow reg fOr wear and tear.

THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 


The principal paper makers of Austria~Hungary, at a 
recent meeting in Vienna, agreed to advance the price of 
printing paper by 10 per cent., and that of all other sorts 
by 5 per cent. A minimum selling price has also been fixed 
for paper free from wood. It is stated that this action has 
been necessitated by the rise in the cost of coal and all 
other paper making materials, and particularly by the 
scarcity of wood, pulp having to be imported from Sweden. 


Large Mills to Be Built in Newfoundland. 


A. C. Rice, the well-known hydraulic and mechanical en- 
gineer, State Mutual Building, Worcester, Mass., has pre- 
pared a complete set of drawings for a 100-ton bleached 
sulphite mill, a ground wood pulp mill with twenty-eight 
grinders, and a paper mill to make 150 tons of news. 
These mills will be located near the outlet of Grand Lake, 
which is about 56 miles long, and varies from 1 to 
10 miles in width. The plans call for a concrete dam 
about 500 feet long and 4o feet high, which will raise the 
normal level of the water in the lake about 6 feet, mak- 
ing a working head of 40 feet and a never-failing power 
of 15,000 horse power. 

The dimensions of some of the principal buildings are 
as follows: Ground wood and paper mill, 232x440 feet, two 
stories high, with a finishing room 70x232 feet, two stories, 
and a shipping room for paper 96x200 feet, two stories 
high. Sulphite mill, 284x308 feet, with a shipping room 
for bleached sulphite 32x106 feet; wood preparing rooms, 
§2x470 feet, and a boiler house, 52x160 feet. These build- 
ings will be built of concrete and steel, using wood only 
in the doors, window frames and roof planking, to make 
them practically fireproof. Mr. Rice’s plans show every 
machine in its proper ‘position, with all shafting and pip- 
ing complete; and there are also diagrams giving every 
operation, from the wood in the lake to the manufactured 
product in the car. 

These mills will be built and operated by R. G. Reid 
& Sons, of Montreal, Canada, who own nearly ‘all of the 
timber and mineral lands in Newfoundland. They also 
own and operate 600 miles of railroad, running between 
Port au Basque and St. John’s, and a steamship line run- 
ing between North Sidney, Nova Scotia, and Port au 
Basque, Newfoundland, making direct connections with 
all trains for St. John’s, and at North Sidney with the In- 
tercolonial Railroad for all points in Canada and the 
United, States. Newfoundland has many advyasitéges for 
making paper. There is an abundance of the finest spruce, 
and near the proposed location of these mills there are

large pyrite mines, yielding from 48 to 53 per cent. of 
sulphur, and a large mountain of the finest kind of marble 
and lime rock and abundance of coal. 

Mr. Rice also furnished the Messrs. Reid with plans 
for developing a water power and building a 3,000 horse 
power electric power station at Petty Harbor, where there 
is a natural fall of 185 feet. Petty Harbor is about 8 
miles from St. John’s, to which place this power will be 
transmitted and used to operate railroad shops, street car 
lines and lighting. 

The hydraulic machinery for this plant was furnished 
by the Stilwell- Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company, Dayton, 
Ohio, from special designs by Mr. Rice, and the electrical 
machinery by the Westinghouse Electric Manufacturing 
Company, Pittsburg, Pa., all of which is nearly completed 
and will be*in operation by April 1.

Mr. Wells sued Johnston & Gebbie 
and recovered a judgment for $1,200. The commission 
presented the tax sale deed, and the question was then on 
the validity of the title. The decision is in favor of the 
plaintiff, Justice Williams deciding that the Port Leyden 
firm must pay the full amount, and that the State must re- 
linquish all claims. 


The First Pulp and Fibre in Canada. 
N&ENAH Wis, January 16, 1900. 
Editor Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Str—In your issue of 11th inst. I notice an article 
saying that Mr. Macfarlane, president of the Canada Paper 
Company at Windsor, Que., says that chemical fibre was 
first made there in 1873, and that mechanical pulp was made 
by Alex. Buntin & Co at Valleyfield, Que., about the 
same time. I wish to say that that must be an error, as the 
writer went to Windsor to run a machine soon after the 
starting up of that mill, in 1867, and the mill was making 
chemical pulp then, but the firm was called Angus, Logan 
& Co. at that time. The plant was run by John and James 
Thompson, the former in charge of the paper mill and the 
latter in charge of the chemical fibre mill, bass wood being 
used in the latter. In the spring of 1869 I went to Valley- 
field to work and found they were making mechanical pulp 
with two grinders, but the pulp was not run up into sheets 
as now. These are facts which others than myself can tes- 
tify to. Wurm S. Hate.

Manilas are in 
good demand again. This indicates a revival of business 
activity among the retail consumers of paper. Butchers’ 
Manila-has advanced 15 cents per 100, being now sold at 
$2.75. Positive advances are also reported on certain

clined to ask a little more for their product. Bag papers are 
not to be had in any abundance. Manufacturing consumers 
such as blank book, pad, tablet, envelope and lithographic 
men complain about the difficulty of getting supplies.

In New Eng- 
land the shortage in the supply seems more severe than 
elsewhere. Scarcity of freight cars and vessels are said 
to account for this. The report is that the demand in 
Pennsylvania is large and the quantity mined very short. 
In Northern New York the supply of coal is short. 


Hemp and Jute Shortage. 

A serious shortage of jute and manila hemp is predicted 
by W. W. Asser & Co, of London, England: According 
to tabulated figures, the consumption for the three years 
ending next spring will exceed the production by 555,000 
bales. This amount is equal to about two months’ con- 
sumption. This fact points to great exhaustion of stocks 
before fresh supplies cam come to hand next October. 
The crop this year will be under that of last year, so it is 
reported. Dundee consumers will have to bear the bulk 
of this shortage. Of the 1897-8 crop Dundee received 1,546,- 
000 bales, but of the 1898-9 crop only 1,007,000 bales. The 
quantity arrived, afloat and for which tonnage is secured in 
the 1899-1900 crop is 618,000 bales,

The Riverside Fibre Company, Appleton, Wis., has 
awarded to O’Keefe & Orbison the contract for the con- 
struction of the addition to its mill which is now being 
put up. The addition is to be 86x140 feet in size, one 
story and basement, and will contain ten new screens, ten 
new bleaching engines and an additional wet ma- 
chine. A new 350 horse power steam engine is being put 
in, together with new steam boiler capacity. The addi- 
tion is being made principally to permit of greater bleach- 
ing capacity, which when completed will be raised to 
35 tons daily, but the tetal product of the mill will also be 
raised slightly to be about 40 tons per day.

Interlake Company Will Not Add Machines Now. 


A report has been in circulation here that two paper 
machines were to be put in at the mill of the Interlake 
Paper and Pulp Company, Appleton, Wis. This is the 
same report that was abroad last summer. It is the in- 
tention of the company eventually to make this improve- 
ment, but it cannot be definitely learned whether it is 
proposed to do it this year. The company has all it can 
do now to keep up with the demands made upon it by its 
customers for fibre, and there would apparently be no 
advantage of it in putting in paper machines now.
